Dr. Robert 
Sheets, the former director of 
the National hurricane Center, 
is a veteran of over 200 hurri- 
cane missions. So is.Dr. Robert 
Burpee, the center's new direc- 
tor. 

In addition to a flying labora- 
tory, the "hurricane hunters” 
relay information abopt the

researchers pass on to the fore- 
casters. 

Next year, a new airplane will 
join the “hurricane hunters", A 
plane that researchers believe 
will mark the next big advance- 
ment in hurricane forecasting. 

It's a new high altitude jet. 
This jet will be able to obtain 
information about a tropical 


able up until now. 

"The plan is féf this plane to 
fly around the environment of a 
hurricane, -said Miles 
Lawrence, a specialist at the 
National Hurricane Center. 
“We'll actually`be sampling the 
atmosphere for several hundred 
miles around the hurricane 
over the ocean where 
previously we didn't have any 
data.” 

Mr. Lawrence says the new 
aircraft will be able to tell fore- 
casters what kind of weather 
the hurricane is about to 
encounter. That's crucial infor- 
mation and it will lead, Mr. 
Lawrence says, to better fore- 
casts. 

"If we know what kind of 
environment the storm is head- 
ed into we can figure out if the 
hurricane well get stronger or 
weaker and hat direction it 
might be going;: Mr. Lawrence 
said. "The ‘hurricane hunters’ 
tell us what the storm is doing 
now but the high altitude jet 
will tell us what the hurricane. 
wilt do in tbe, fatare."s «noa 00 


at the. hurricane center have 
always been very good at 
observing a tropical system. 
"We can tell you exactly where 
it is, how high the winds are 
and which direction it's going”, 
he said. "We haven't done as 
well predicting where it will go 
next.”

Women Involved In Farm Economics 
(WIFE) members from across the nation 
recently attended the 13th Annual WIFE 
Legislative Seminar held in D.C. The 
‘main agenda - to meet with Congression- 
al members to present their 
proposals/policies and positions/concerns 
regarding the 1995 Farm Bill. 

Mary Ann Sheppard, National WIFE 
President in opening remarks stated, 
"WIFE represents all major commodities 
and many topics related to Agricultural. 
We understand what affects our farms 
and ranches and also being a consumer, 
we understand what affects consumers. 
Letters and telephone calls make a dif- 
ference now, the same as it did when 
WIFE began in'1976. We have built cred- 
ibility. The 1995 Farm Bill will affect not 
only family farmers but all Americans.” 
Each member was thanked for their hard 
work and encouraged to communicate, 
educate and move forward within their 
state associations and with policy mak- 
ers, the media and'the public and on 
their visits on the hill. 

A planned USDA tour, became a spe- 
cial visit with Secretary of Agriculture, 
Dan Glickman, who met with-WIFE 
members and conveyed his appreciation 
for their work regarding agriculture.
